DEATH OF WILKIE COLLINS 


THE GREAT ENGLISH NOVELIST 
. P A S S E S AWAY. 


S k etch o f th e L ife W ork of the N oted 
A u th or— The B oulangists D e­ 
feated in France. 


L ondon, Sept 24.—Wilkie Collins, the 
famous novelist, died Monday morning. 
A t midnight a friend who had been at the 
house brought news that the end was near. 
Mr. Collins had been ailing for some time 
and finally succumbed to an attack of 
bronchitis. 


The great novelist who has ju st died was 
the 
most cherished friend of Charles 
Dickens, to whom he was related by m ar­ 
riage. 
Collins was Lorn in London in 
January, 1824, and was the son of a cele­ 
brated painter. 
A fter completing his 
school education he went on a trip to 
Italy with his parents. 
He was articled 
for four years to a tea merchant, but soon 
tired of commercial life and entered Lin­ 
coln’s Inn as a student of law. 
While 
there he began literary work 
His first 
ambitious production w.is a biography of 
his father, published in 14IM. 
From this 
time he devoted himself entirely to litera­ 
ture: 
His principal stories are: 
“ An­ 
tonina,” “ After Dark. ” “ Dead Secret,” 
‘‘Woman in W hite,” “ Xx* Name,” “ Mo m- 
stone, ” and “New Magdalen.” Mr. Collins 
has 
w ritten some dramatic works, 
of 
which the “ Frozen Deep” is probably the 
best known. 
Other stories w ritten by Mr. C< Lhis 
have been almost as successful as tho e 
mentioned. 
Among them 
are 
“ Arma 
dale,” Man and 
W ife,” and “ Poor Mis- 
Finch. ’ ’ 
Most of them contain dee;, an i 
intricate plots, the interest being cen mod 
upon this feature rather than umm th* 
strength of the characters themselves 
Publishers were always eager to se mo k 
works. 
Mr. 
Collins made lrmn > I ■»> , •< 
to $200,000 by his pen. and 'by sh * w,l 
investm ent of the money became a com­ 
paratively wealthv man. 
Wilkie Collins was of a genial and affa 
blo disposition, aud made many friends in 
this country on the occasion of his visit 
here some twelve or fifteen years ag >. He 
was a tireless worker, 
and though his 
novels were numerous they were written 
with the utmost care.

Q u eb ec, Sept. 
2 5 .—About sixty men 
employed by the city are now at work 
with steam engines and derricks removing 
the debris of the recent landslide, and the 
work Is progressing rapidly. 
Those well 
acquainted with the locality assert that 
the number of persons yet missing is 
greater than fifteen. 
Gen. Cameron and 
M ajor Hayne of the royal engineers, in 
company with several engineers and scien­ 
tific men, have surveyed the terrace and 
adjoining rocks. 
They 
examined the 
newly 
discovered 
crack 
which 
runs 
200 
feet 
under 
the 
southeast end 
of 
Dufferin terrace. 
That fissure was 
three 
days 
ago 
but 
a few inches 
wide and is now about five feet wide and' 
about fifty feet deep. 
Gen. Cameron ex­ 
pressed the opinion that not only the 
houses on Champlain street adjoining the 
heap of ruins, but all the houses on both 
sides and on the ,^hole length of the 
street, numbering auout nine hundred, 
should be deserted, not on account of im­ 
mediate danger, but because the rocks are 
daily loosening and tumbling down, thus 
constituting 
a 
perm anent 
danger to 
passers-by. 
It is the General’s opinion 
th at the houses immediately under the 
threatening rocks should be vacated im­ 
mediately to prevent another horror. 
The remains of several of the victims 
recovered yesterday wore buried to-day. 
Denis Berigan died from his injuries to­ 
day. 


A K ansas Village Terrorized by a Mad­ 
man.

I W ith his wife be was visiting his father at 
Rossville. 
Suddenly he was seized with 
violent mania and drove all the family 
except his wife from the house with a re­ 
volver. 
Mrs. Kuykendall attem pted to 
quiet him, but without avail. 
Finally tho 
maniac 
became 
so 
violent that she 
was forced to flee for 
her life, but 
her 
husband 
shot and fatally wounded 
her just as she passed through tho outer 
door. 
The shooting 
attracted 
the 
villagers, and an attem pt wai made to 
capture the madman, who had in tho mean­ 
time barricaded the doors and windows. 
Standing guard with a loaded revolver in 
the upper window ho defied the crowd and 
kept hts would-be captors at bay. 
Final iy 
enterance was gained at the rear of the 
house; a large syringe was filled 
with 
chloroform and the contents thrown upon 
the maniac. 
The fumes of the liquid 
rendered him unconscious.

Official returns from 563 electoral divi­ 
sions show th at the Republicans have been 
Successful in 217 and the anti-Republicans 
In 153 instances. 
Reballots will be neces­ 
sary in 166 divisions. 
Among 
the 
prominent Republicans 
elected are Messrs: FalJieres, Rf bot, Jules 
Kochefa, 
Granet; 
De Ville, 
Deschanel, 
Brabe, Sarrien, and Reinach. 
Among the 
prom inent opposition candidates elected 
are 
Messrs. Cassagnac, 
Lalon, 
Foul?!, 
Haussmann, Godelle,

and 
Mun. 
It is believed th at in 127 of the 
divisions where reballots will be necessary 
the result will be favorable to the Repub­ 
licans. 
In the other thirty-nine divisions 
the opposition will probably elect its can­ 
didates. 
The Republicans also rely on 
electing the ten members from the colonies. 
They will thus hold 354 seats in the new 
Chamber of Deputies. 
In official circles a government m ajority 
is 
considered 
assured. 
Although the 
m ajority will not be large it will be more 
compact and more homogenous than th at 
of the last chamber. 
Returns from this city show th at the 
Conservatives did not elect a single mem­ 
ber, while the Republicans returned one, 
and tho Boulangists four. 
Reballots will 
be necessary in thirty-seven divisions. 
M. Thevenet, minister of justice, has

A BIG FIRM FAILS. 


B elfo rd , C la ik e & Co. F orcad to tho 
W all. 


C h ic a g o , 
Sept. 
24.—The mammouth 
publishing house;of Belford, Clarke & Co., 
which has a large establishment here and 
branches in New York and San Francisco, 
went to the wall yesterday. 
Judgm ents 
were entered against them in the cir­ 
cuit court for $29,875.42 in favor of the 
F irst National bank and for $13,000 in 
favor of S. A. Maxwell & Co. 
A ttach­ 
ments were issued, but shortly after the 
place was seized by the sheriff and a 
receiver was appointed by Judge Shepard. 
Jacob Newman, attorney for several 
creditors and also for the receiver, said 
th at three things were responsible for the 
failure. 
In 1886 their entire plant was 
destroyed by fire, causing a net loss to 
them of over $150,000. The firm prom ptly 
resumed business, but during the la st two 
years they have suffered very heavily by 
the failures of customers. 
In addition to 
this the competition between Eastern and 
W estern publishers, particularly of stand­ 
ard works, has been so brisk that the m arket 
has been wholly destroyed, so much so 
th at books which two years ago sold for 
trom $l to $1.50 now bring from 25 to 50 
cents. 
Mr. Newman said th at in his opin­ 
ion tho assets of the company, consisting 
of stock, 
accounts, 
plates, 
cuts, dies, 
copyrights, etc., would amount to about 
$400, OoO and the liabilities to about $850,- 
000 or $400,000. 
The principal creditors 
are: The Crow© Printing company, over 
$150,000; Donohue & Henneberry, $73, 
OOO; First National bank, $30,000; S. A 
Maxwell, $13,000. 
Besides these there 
ire very heavy creditors in New York 
and San Francisco. 
Mr. Newman said 
the receiver would continue to publish 
Belford’s Monthly, a magazine which the 
firm has been publishing for some time 
and which has a good subscription list. 
At the business office of the defunct firm 
on Wabash avenue 
nothing whatever 
could l*e learned of the causes of the fail 
ure. 
The officers and directors of the 
company refuse to make an assignment or 
take any other steps to present prefer­ 
ences. 
Tile nominal assets, the bill says, 
will not reach $10 >.000, while tho indebt­ 
edness will exceed $400,000. 
The proper­ 
ty in the hands of the receiver does not 
exceed in value $35,0)0. 
Tho bill prays 
that, the assets may be disstributed among 
alt th * cred tors, share and share alike.

CHEROKEE STRIP PUBLIC LAND. 


P erforated So Its Old M aid O wners Could 
W atch for B urglars. 
I happened the ottyor day to bo at 
tpo Sixth avenue entrance of Green­ 
wood cemetery, says the Brooklyn 
Eagle, and was surprised to find the 
old Delaplaine house still standing in 
Sixth avenue, 
near 
Twenty-fourth 
street. 
I remember the Delaplaine 
house years ago. There were two other 
similar houses on the shore line front­ 
ing the bay. 
The Delaplaine sisters, 
two old maids and a widow, were in tho 
habit of visiting these houses daily 
long after their pecuniary interest in 
them had ceased. 
Tho ladies lived in 
great seclusion im a house on Un­ 
ion street, near Hicks. 
No man was 
permitted to cross tho threshold. The 
butcher and grocer boys would have to 
leave their packages outside the ^door, 
and the goods would not bo taken in 
until tho boys had departed. 
The 
young people in the neighborhood 
firmly believed tho house was haunted, 
and queer stories wero told of lights 
being seen in different parts of the 
house at all hours of the night. 
Tho Delaplaine sisters wero fond of 
cats and had at least a score of them 
in tho house with them. 
They were 
also afraid of burglars and took great 
precautions to prevent their entering 
the house. 
Each window and door 
had a burglar alarm. 
In the kitchen 
and dining room holes had been cut in 
the ceiling, so that any one on the 
floor above could see all that was go­ 
ing on below. 
Tho same applied to 
the top floors, so that the sisters could 
tell what was transpiring below with­ 
out descending the stairs. 
Lamps 
burned on each floor all night long and 
the playing of tho kittens on the floor 
caused fantastic shadows to be thrown 
on the window curtains and created tho 
belief that tho house was haunted. 
The sisters have gone, however. 
The 
house has passed into other hands and 
has been remodeled, and, judgingfrom 
tho evidence of decay now going on in 
Sixth avenue premises, it will not be 
long before the name of Delaplaine 
will cease to bo even a memory.

M o., S ept 24.—Congress­ 
man Springer of Illinois, Baker of New 
York, 
Mansur of Missouri, and Allen of 
Mississippi, have arrived from the Indian 
Territory. 
The party constitutes a rem 
nant of the delegation which left St. Louis 
a week ago for a trip through the Indian 
nation. 
Besides the above named there 
were in the party Congressmen Perkins 
and Peters of Kansas, Rogers of Arkansas, 
and Col. 
John O’Day, vice-president of 
the Frisco line. 
They are unanimously of 
the opinion th at the Cherokee patent 
to the strip is only aa easement and 
by no means a fee simple. 
They say 
th at the Cherokees have abandonc . it 
by turning it over to cattle syndicates, 
and th at consequently it must and will re­ 
vert to 
the government. 
One of the 
earliest duties of Congress, they say, will 
be to open it to white settlement. 
A dis­ 
cussion of the Cherokee strip question 
with the Cherokees a t V inita proved con­ 
clusively th at they have no intention of 
parting with the strip voluntarily. 
The 
committee favors action upon the Okla­ 
homa territorial government as soon as 
Congress shall meet. 
They want the 
homesteaders to have a title after eighteen 
months’ settlement, instead of five years, 
as a t present required. The passage of the 
old pre-emption law is also recommended, 
The committee believes th at the cities 
and towns should be secured in their 
titles to city lots as soon as possible; that 
other towns outside of Oklehoma, such as 
Muskogee and Purcell, should be given 
town site privileges, and that the citizens 
should be allowed to negotiate for city 
lots and hold them in fee simple. 
Mr. 
Springer said th a t this m atter would re­ 
ceive his earliest attention. 
In conclusion, 
the delegation is of opinion th at the open­ 
ing of millions of acres of land next 
spring, the building of the railroads now 
in contemplation and the civilizing in­ 
fluence of the whites will make of the In ­ 
dian Territory a grand State of the Union 
at no distant date.

“In moderate quantities just 
after a full meal it will not hurt any 
one; but beware of using it in excess or 
on an empty stomach, for if you do 
that organ will need half-soling and 
heeling some time.”
